THIS DESPATCH, giving the first eye-witness 


description of the evacuation of Crete, in which 


some 15,000 British troops have been withdrawn, is 


being written aboard an Australian cruiser. A few 


hours ago the warship took off 1,200 men from 
Sphakia, on the southern coast of Crete. 
It was an eerie, yet intensely impressive, pro- 


cess. In the dead of night we had lain off the little 


Cretan village of Sphakia— it cannot be called a 


port — where a week earlier the King of the Hellenes 
had made his dramatic departure from Greek soil. 
We formed part of a fairly big convoy of cruisers, 
destroyers and a troopship engaged on the same 
task. 

For three hours we lay alongside while our 
boats — large, flat-bottomed, and shallow-draught- 


|ed, so that they could be run right on to the beach 


— plied backwards and forwards, carrying fully 50 
a-piece, across glass-smooth waters under a tranquil 
starry sky. 


The stillness of the night was 
not broken by a seund, and one 
might have thought that the ship 
was sleeping instead of being in- 
tensely and throbbingly alive. 


Worse Than Dunkirk 


The black mass 
was totally unrelieved save for 
an oceusional flush from — the 
beach, answered by a recognition 
signal from the ship.

elaborately worked out, represents 
only one of the three phases by 
whieh the German airborne at- 
tack is carmed out, 

The first phase consists of the 
bombing and ground 
Svafing of the area to be attack- 
ed. The second is the dropping of 
parachulists, who establish defen- 
sive positions and prepare bases 
for the third stage, the arrival of 
troops by ‘plane and. glider, 

The equipment of the para-: 
chutists provides the fullest: evi- 
ence of the high degree of — or- 
gantsation of the German Army 
down to the most meticulous de- 
tails, 

Each parachutist carries 4,000 
rounds of ammunition, 56 hand 
grenades and a varied and com- 
pressed food supply. Their maps 
ure maitracles of — detail and = ac- 
curacy. Those taken in Crete con- , 
tained indications of — strategic 
points to be seized. posts for light 
artillery and mortars, British am- 
munition dumps, and sites for the 
Germans, 

There were also detalled 
markings 6f the positions of 
British units. There was evi- 
dence here, however, that the 
Germans had seriously under- 
ectimated the number of British 
troops actually in Crete—a mis- 
judgment which contributed to 
protong'ng the struggle materi- 
ally, and whlch prevented the 
hoped for runaway conquest. 
Nevertheless there is good rea- 

son to believe, from the evidence 
of prisoners taken during — the 
closing days of the Crete battle, 
that the Germans had no more 
parachutists available. This was 
borne out by evidence during the 
evacuation from Sphukia, 

On the day preceding our ar- 
rival offshore the town had been 
heavily bombed, and it was rea- 
sonable to assume that the Ger- 
mans were fully aware of the 
British intention to evacuate from 
there. 

Nothing would have been easier 
than to drop a number of para- 
chutists there to await the arrival 
of weary British troops descend- 
ing by twos and threes and in 
ig groups down the mountain- 
side. 


Greek Officer’s Ruse 


Our men paid the highest tri- 
bute to the courage, tenacity and 
resource of the Cretans. 

One of the best stories js that 
of a Greek captain captured by 
German parachutilsts during the 
first day’s fighting. Brought be- 
fore a German lieutenant he was 
questioned about the disposition of 
the Allied forces in the neigh- 
bourhood.

Baghdad on the way home, 
said she had shared a room 
with 18 other women. 

The days were not dull for the 
Embassy's 360 guests, for there 
were all sorts of experts within 
the bes ed walls. archaeologists, 
historians and diplomats who had 
been to every quarter of the globe. 

So there was plenty of material 
for nightly lectures and = daily 
tea-time talks, which were varied 
by dances and sing-songs, though 
the guests could not meke too 
much noise and irritate the Traqis.

FOOTBALL HELMETS IN ARMY 


Those Martian looking football 
headgears which Northwestern 
University’s football team = intro- 
duced last autumn huve been 
adopted by the United States Army 
for the use of parachute troops in 
training at Fort Benning, Ga.

_The ful extent of the changes 

discovered in those brought duwn 
remains the secret of the R.A.F.

Four of the obvious differences 
between this new Me, and {ts pre- 
decessors are the more powerful 
engine, changed armament, re-de- 
Jigeta wings with rounded wing 
tips, and new tail ‘plane now de- 
void of bracing — struts, There 
are other changes too, such es 
making the tail wheel retractable 
and giving a general cleaning up 
to the silhouette, which clearly 
alm at greater speed. It is ob- 
vious that these various improve- 
ments, both in the engine and the 
airframe, will result in a higher 
ceiling und better performance at 
height. : 


In considering the purpose of 
these developments it is useful to 
set them aguinst the background 
v2 qnedern aircraft omanufactur- 
ing tendencies. This war differs 
from previous wars in being so 
much more a battle of rival in- 
dustrial cupacities. The full 
utilisation of machine tools, skill- 
ed and unskilled labour, and of 
intensive production methods ain:- 
ed at rapid) and overwhelming 
output have a new, perhaps de- 
cisive significance.

The results have 
been a.great improvement to their 
performance, in speed, height and 
in other ways. Re-engining the 
Me. 109 and giving it new wings 
and a better streamline, may be 
vtegarded us Germany's contribu- 
tion to the contest of improving 
existing types. 


An interesting feature of the 
new Me. is the way the armament 
is now distributed. The wing guns 
have been dropped, and all it has 
is one cannon of. 15 mm. firing 
through the airscrew hub, and two 
small bore machine-guns mount- 
ed on the fuselage. This central 
grouping of the armament weight 
may result in better power of 
manoeuvre pever a strong point 
in the Me. 109. 


So far the Me. 109F has not 
been met with tn force. When it 
is, perhaps accompanied by new 
or improved bombers, new pro- 
blems will be set to Britain’s alr 
defenders.

police action.” 

The writer ascribes this to the 
inefficiency of the French potice 
mass measures compared with 
the “retined, individualised 
methods of the Germans,” 


Old Trick 


The paper comments: “The 
mass nature of the arres‘s— in 
Paris tempts one to believe Paris 
is attempting to give the Germans 
proof of their energy rather than 
follow any definite purpose.” 

Referring to the appeal by Geit- 
ral von S‘uelpnagel, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the German army 
in France, which put Germano- 
phobia on the same footing as 
Communism, the article says: “It 
is an old trick to call any opposi- 
tion Communist. 

“At present in occupied France 
practically all supporters of the 
na‘ional resistance idea not yet 
reconciled to ctefeat and who op- 
pose any form of victor power 
are regarded as Communists.” 


Collaboration 


Adding that this applies in the 
widest sense to the threat to 
shoot hostages, the paper draws 
attention to a “highly interesting 
sentence” in the German public 
Notice, which illustrates the close 
collaboration between the Ger- 
man and French authorities.

The adventurous voyage 
to England from Gibral- 
tar of two Royal Canadian 
Engineers — Lieut. Ames 
and Sapper Ross —- who 
left Gibraltar in a war- 
ship, has just been told. 


After some days at sea their 
ship was ordered to join the chase 
for the Bismarck, and Ames spent 
36 hours on the bridge following 
the operation from start to finish. 

Then, instead going on to Eng- 
land, the warship started on a 
hunt for German supply — ships 
during which the Canadian officer 
was in charge of two anti-aircraft 
guns. 

After some success they put In 
at a West African port where 
British colontal officials welcomed 
the first Canadians they had seen 
there and Ross made friends with 
Free French soldiers. 

Eventually a destroyer came to 
the port and in this they sailed to 
another port where they joined a 
ship in convoy. The convoy was 
attacked by German submarines

THIS DESPATCH, giving the first eye-witness 
description of the evacuation of Crete, in which 
some 15,000 British troops have been withdrawn, is 
being written aboard an Australian cruiser. A few 
hours ago the warship took off 1,200 men from 
Sphakia, on the southern coast of Crete. 

It was an eerie, yet intensely impressive, pro- 


cess. 


In the dead of night we had lain off the little 


Cretan village of Sphakia— it cannot be called a 
port — where a week earlier the King of the Hellenes 
had made his dramatic departure from Greek soil. 
We formed part of a fairly big convoy of cruisers, 
destroyers and a troopship engaged on the same 


task. 


For three hours we lay alongside while our 
boats — large, flat-bottomed, and shallow-draught- 


- led, so that they could be run right on to the beach 
|— plied backwards and forwards, carrying fully 50 


a-piece, across glass-smooth waters under a tranquil 


starry sky. 


The stillness of the might was 
not breken by a sound, and one 
might have thought that the ship 
was sleeping instead of being in- 
tensely and throbbingly alive. 


Worse Than Dunkirk 


The black mass of the island 
was totally unrelieved save for 
an occasional flash from — the 
beach, answered by a recognition 
signal from the ship. 

Boatload after boatload drew 
alongside, discharging silent car- 
goes of weary, stumbling, khaki- 
clad figures carrying what equip- 
ment they had been able to re- 
tain during their arduous trek 
across the bare Cretan Mountains 
from sea to sea. For these men 
British and New Zealanders, had 
arrived from) the. Maleme-Canea 
sector. 

They had heen bombed and 
machine-gunned ruthleesly 
from the air without Iniermls- 
sion day after day under condi- 
tions which, in the optnion of 
those who had cxperienced both, 
made even Dunkirk seom a pic- 
nic by comparison. 

As the men came aboard they 
were puided between decks and 
given hot cocoa and biscuits. For 
the most part they were content 
‘to sit almost silent while they 
stretched their legs and enjoyed 
the luxury of relaxing for the 
first time for days. Even of those 
who were not wounded the larg- 
est number were limping.

Despite this and despite the 
burden of their kit, a large pro- 
portion had retained their rifles 
and toummy-guns.

our operations, 

The whole lesson of the Greek 
campaign regarding air parity has 
been underlined by the events in 
Crete, 

On the vital five-mile front 
between Maleme and Canea two 
Imperial brigades had to hold up 
enemy forc@s which had been 
reinforced by troop-carrying 
‘planes, These had latterly been 
arriving at Maleme at three-min- 
ute intervals from the neighbour- 
ing bases of Cythera and the 
mainland, 

It is a miracle, first, that the 
Imperial troops held their posi- 
tions so long, and, second, that 
any came through alive.

The only hope of avoiding ex- 
tinction by bombing or lowlevel 
machine-gunning was to lie hud- 
dled practically motionless in pre- 
pared positions. Here there was 
a tolerable degree of safety, 
though German prisoners have 
frankly stated that they find that 
the steel-helmeted British soldier 
makes a conspicuous mark from 
the air. 


Effect Of Air Attack

FOOTBALL HELMETS IN ARMY 


Those Martian looking football 
headgears which Northwestern 
University’s football team intro- 
duced last autumn have been 
adopted by the United States Army 
for the use of parachute troops in 
training at Fort Benning, Ga. 
John T. Riddell, former football 
coach at Evanston High School, 
who invented the helmets, has 
already supp.led the troops with 
many of the new headgears. 

The helmets are made of a tough 
plastic called tenlte. While stronger 
than the former leather headgears. 
they are much lighter, By employing 
a system of headbands which suspend 
the helmet around the wearer's head, 
they provide greater safety and greater 
ventilation, It was this latter factor 
which proved popular with the Wildcat 
players. . :

Every possible action was taken 
by the Association to counteract 
this hostile feeling, but, in spite 
of this, spectators finally became 
so unruly that a serfous riot was 
precipitated at the Canidrome 
during a First Division match 
between Police and Tung Hwa 
teams. 

“As a result of this riot, during 
which a number of persons were 
injured, damage was done to 
Canidrome property to the extent 
of $9,605.60. This sum did not 
include the financial loss sustain- 
ed by Le Champ de Courses 
Francais due to the cancellation 
of a scheduled dog race meeting 
for the same evening. 


“Owing to repeated unruly 
actions on the part of spectators 
at Klaochow Park the Executive 
Committee closed this ground 
to Association Football on 
February 6.
